This sketch does not pretend to be 
anything but an outline of those 
days when the Civil War was rag- 
ing and the years of reconstruction 
following. Now we are passing 
through the heart-break of a mighty 
struggle, beside which the Civil 
War is a very civilized war indeed. 
We sang in those days, " When the 
Cruel War is Over." Now we are 
praying for deliverance from the 
Were-Wolf of Germany. Please 
Ood, it is only the last dying strug- 
gle of despots. In the Civil War 
we gave up our fathers, uncles and 
cousins. Now it is our sons, grand- 
sons and nephews. The writer en- 
tered school at the beginning of the 
Civil War and graduated in 1867 — 
the Serai-Centenniul Year of Fan- 
wood — and began teaching in i860. 
Dr. Peet, the elder, was still at the 
head — a fine looking and dignified 
man, white-headed and a little bent. 
He received me in a cordial, fatherly 
way, holding me on his knee, while 
he encouraged me to talkjand probed 
my progress, for I had attended 
school before losing my hearing. I 
always stood in awe of him, though I 
never received anything but a kind- 
ly smile. Once, and once only, did 
he thunder a reproof, and that was 
for bringing a musk- melon to the 
table, on a fast day My child's 
mind thought it meant an empty 
table and nothing but water to 
drink. I made no defence His 
son told me that while travelling in 
Europe, he was addressed as My 
Lord — his maimer was so courtly. 
There were more gentleman teachers 
than ladies in those far-off days. 
Indeed there were only three, the 
Misses Meigs, Hubbel and Merwin. 
The three Peet brothers, Mr. Wil- 
kinson, Dr. Fay later, also Mr. 
Morris. 

The deaf gentlemen employed 
then were the Messrs. Angus, 
Gamage, Conklin, Strong, Barnes 
and Brewer. The latter soon pass- 
ed away, having contracted typhoid 
during vacation. He had a cheerful 
disposition and was a pleasing com 
panion. Messrs. Strong and Humes 
soon retired to go into clerkships. 
Mr. Angus accepted a position in the 
Michigan School the following year. 
Later came Johp Freeman. He had 
a deaf sister and was the son of a 
missionary in India, who perished 
with his wife in the Mutiny of 1857, 
while crossing] a river to safety. I 
think they were beheaded by their 
savage captors. He entered the 
ministry. Mr. Angus became a 
warm friend. Child though I wan, 
I enjoyed his talks; for being a semi 
mute, he understood my hunger for 
information. Once I asked him, 
why the real deaf-mutes could not 
master perfect English, or rather 
language, and by illustration he 
made it very clear. I think Mr. 
Hubbard took his place, and he, too. 
soon followed Angus to Michigan. 
He was one of four chosen to wel 
come the Prince of Wales to Fan- 
wood. Schools were springing up 
all over the country, and New York 
was the Mecca of Principals in search 
of teachers. Dr. Peet chose college- 
bred men as professors, and the deaf 
men as an example of what educa- 
tion could do for those capable of it. 
Di Dudley Peet, a very handsome 
in, passed away early— the l>e 
strbyer had already marked him for 
prey, when I first saw him. Hdward 
followed him the next year. I saw 
more of him, as I went over to his 
house now and then on Saturdays, to 
play with his son, Theodore. Well 
do I remember oue remark he made 
toward the end. Speaking of sleep 
he sadly said, " I do not sleep much, 
but lie awake and think ." Then 
he added, " I study and count the 
stars."

Mr. damage was the last teacher to

" otber Bible Story. My first 
teacher, Miss Meigs, was a niece of 
Dr. Harvey p. Peet, a dear lady, 
and a faithful worker , a believer 
in true goodness in human nature 
till shocked end undecided, then sor- 
rowful rather than indignant. Miss 
Hubbel was a fine looking woman, 



daughter of a principal of the Ohio 
School. Her sister married Dr. 
Dudley Peet. She always wore 
white, winter and summer, for 
schoolroom work. It was then un- 
usual in winter, but she managed to 
look spotless, and the chalk did not 
show. I admired her for her lively 
ways. She soon retired and married 
a Mr. Hall, of Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Wilkinson was my next 
teacher. He was full of zeal, and 
sincerely interested in bis work. 
My taste for reading— useful reading 
— developed under him, for the 
stories were educational. History, 
Fable, Myths and Fairy Stories, were 
beautifully told and held us spell- 
bound. Strict in discipline, but 
never rough. He once stopped in 
the middle of a lesson, and asked an 
inattentive boy if his mother sent 
him to New York from Michigan, 
and paid three hundred dollars a 
year for htm, to watch flies on a 
ceiling ? I wonder if that boy is 
idive now ? Dr. Fay was just out of 
college, reserved and dignified. As 
I was often in the Peet sitting- 
room, a playmate of Percy and 
Walter, I saw a -good deal of him. 

Both he and Mr. Wilkinson re- 
tired tc take up other work. Mr. 
Wilkinson in California as Superin- 
tendent of the new deaf school, and 
Dr. Fay as professor in the just 
opened Gallaudet College. Their 
friendship is prized by the writer. 
I believe they are the only ones of 
that set liviug now, with faces turn- 
ed to the sunset, calm and happy. 

Ami now iu Life'* late afternoon, 
When cool and long the shadow* grow, 
They walk to meet the coming night. 

The New York Washington 
Heights School led, for years, under 
1 he l'eets, in giving the higher educa- 
tion to the deaf. Pupils came from 
all over the country, also from Cuba, 
Mexico, and South America, to 
finish in Dr. I. L. Peefs High Class. 
When any completed the three-year 
course he would be willing for them 
to take a fourth year with higher 
text-books, and either French or 
Latin. The professors who succed- 
ed him were Rising, O. D. Cooke, 
Pettingill, Jenkins, Clarke, Bishop, 
with such assistants as Mrs. I. E. 
Peet, Miss Montgomery and Mr. 
Tillinghast. 

When the college at Washington 
opened some doubt were expressed 
as to its success, but it forged ahead 
under Dr. E. M. Gallaudet, a man 
who ignored all opposition. It was 
not opened to women in my day. 
War time and the years following 
were hard years in which to raise 
money for such a purpose. I do not 
remember any great hardships We 
had enough to eat, and did not 
freeze, though modern improve- 
ments were scarce. Furnace heat 
and a private tank furnished water, 
very scarce in time of drought. 
The baths were tanks; only so many 
at a time could go in. Calico was 
fifty cents a yard, and shoes dear. 
When the end of war came we ce- 
lebrated. Every window pane to- 
wards the river had a candle, and 
bonfires glowed on the Palisades. 
Soon the gloom came. The Presi- 
dent fell by the hand of a erased 
and dissappointed man. 

How surprised I was to see Dr. 
Wilkinson put his head down on a 
desk and weep. I did not think a man 
could shed such bitter tears. Eincoln 
is safe among the immortals, and my 
old teacher has lived to see the day 
of this hero living in the hearts of 
true men all over the globe. 

It was the custom in the sixties to 
put the new-comers in the care of an 
older pupil for lessons in neatness 
and order. Miss Clotilda Lyon, 
afterwards Mrs. Van Tassell, was 
my care-taker, and Dr. I L. Peet 
asked Miss Montgomery to be my 
mentor. Later she became a teacher 
and is now enjoying a well-earned 
rest in retirement and a pension. I 
think it a good plan, especially when 
the care-takers and mentors were 
well chosen and congenial. 

After the war came Mr. Oliver 
Dudley Cook and Frank Clarke, 
l»th from the South and Con- 
federate service Mr. Berry belongs 
to (his period, also Mr. Rising. Mr. 
Merry was fresh from Ireland and we 
were greatly amused at bis signs- 
more like natural gestures than our 
conventional language. He studied 
for the University and resigned to go 
to western New York State. His 
daughter has been connected with 
the school for years. Mr. Jenkins 
was appointed to this vacancy in 
December, 1867. He had known 



Mr. Rising at Williams College. 
His service, with the exception of 
one brief period, extended to 19 14. 
At the age of sixty-eight he went 
on the great adventure. Mr. Rising 
died the year before in far off Min- 
nesota. It was a pity Mr. Jenkins 
did not live till 1917 and the Hartford 
Convention, for his grandfather con- 
tributed to the fund to establish that 
school, also an aunt was a room-mate 
of Laurent Clerc's daughter at a 
boarding school in Connecticut. 

My own entrance on tne scene 
was in March, 1868, as substitute 
teacher, and in 1869 as a regular. 
We were mostly a young set then. 
There were several gentlemen just 
out of college, and the ladies, Misses 
Ransom, Montgomery, Fitzhugh, 
Blauvelt, Goodrich, and self, had 
not been long out of school. We 
had good times, sleigh rides to the 
Academy of Design, or to King's 
Bridge for an oyster supper, 
parties to go to the city and to see 
Booth in his Shakespeare plays, 
boat rides, and picnics over at Fort 
Lee. 

The grounds were spacious. A 
grove shut out the Hudson except 
from the upper stories, and the walk 
to the gate on Amsterdam Avenue 
was considered a long one. Nut 
trees abounded , and we had fun ga- 
thering them, also the wild grapes on 
the Palisade sides. I remember the 
burning of the Isaac Newton one 
bitter winter night. Our gentlemen 
teachers and some of the older boys 
took the High Class boat, and helped 
rescue some passengers from the 
decks and icy waters. Messrs. 
Currier. Westervelt and Nelson, 
came in the early seventies, so do 
not belong to this period. The 
elder Clearwater was head of the 
Cabinet Shop. There was a shoe- 
shop, and I think a tailor shop too ; 
but printing was not really estab- 
lished till Mr. Hodgson came on 
the stage in 1876. 

An outbreak of Typhoid Fever 
disorganized the School one winter. 
The teachers were called upon to 
help the nurses, and loyally they re- 
sponded. As the paid nurses loved 
the bottle at night better than a 
vigil, Mr. Jenkins was made super- 
intendent. The cause was a broken 
drain near a water pipe. Typhoid 
was not understood in those years. 
Though we knew wigglers lived in 
the water, germs were unknown. 
Mosquitoes were pests ; how great and 
dangerous we did not dream, just 
smashed then and forgot after the 
itching stopped. The school physi- 
cian. Dr. Rodenstein, assisted by 
Dr. Ely, were very constant in 
attendance on the sick. Iodine, 
and quinine were favorite remedies, 
and some one invented the rhyme : 
"Iodine, turpentine, quinine and 
Rodenstein," with which he was 
greeted, and he took the jest good- 
naturedly. 

Miss Harriet Hamilton entered 
soon after the writer, so belongs to 
the last of the sixties. A fine teach- 
er and one of the best Oral instruc- 
tors of that day. The New York 
School lost her when the Rochester 
school was opened. There she 
spent many useful years as head 
teacher, and Mr. Westervelt owes 
much of his success to her aa well as 
to his first wife. While believing 
in that system of instruction, she was 
not a bigot and did not stand aloof 
from the teachers who favored the 
Combined Method, as many mis- 
taken and over-zealous oral teachers 
did in those early days. They hin- 
dered rather than helped their cause. 
The matron of Fan wood in the 
early sixties was Mrs. Harriet 
Stoner. A good soul, wholly de- 
voted to the service, but with a few 
of those peculiarities that are so 
eagerly seized on by children. The 
older girls nick-named her ' ' Old 
Fussy," without meaning any dis- 
respect. Her heart was iu the 
school, and she requested to be 
buried in the plot in Trinity Ceme- 
tery belonging to the school. There 
she rests. Mrs. Totten, a deaf lady, 
wee assistant matron. Supervisors 
came later. Those wtre the days 
of Monitors. 

Mrs. Hotcbkiss, a dignified lady, 
followed, and not long after mar- 
ried Dr. H. P. Peet. Her daughter 
became Mrs. James Currier, a sister- 
in law of Mr. Enoch Henry Currier. 
Years afterwards I met her in Cali- 
fornia, where she was living with 
her third husband She certainly 
was an able and fine matron, also 
housekeeper. Peace to their ashes I 
The Trustees were s fine body.

Mr Benjamin Winthrop, a stately 
gentleman of the old school, was 
president ; later Dr. Adams, a dis- 
tinguished divine, father of Thatcher 
Adams, filled that place many years ; 
then Hon. Henry E. Davies, Hon. 
Erastus Brooks, Hon. Enoch L. 
Fancher, aud then Rev. Dr. Charles 
Augustus Stoddard, still here, full of 
years aud honors. Besides these, 
there were Benjamin Field, Avery 
T. Brown, Cryus W. Field, of Cable 
fame ; Rev. Dr. Thomas Gallaudet, 
I dear old Saint, aud many others, 
who took an interest in the school 
and were faithful attendants at Com- 
mencement. Benjamin Field brought 
up many distinguished guests from 
the city. When his daughter was 
married, the whole school was treat- 
ed to icecream, cake, fruit and 
candy He also spent some of his 
time in the school -rooms, conversing 
with the teachers. All have passed 
on, except Rev. Dr. Stoddard and 
Thatcher M. Adams. I may have 
glided over some names belonging to 
this period, but having no notes at 
hand I cannot feel sure of placing 
them in the right years, while many 
only "came and went"— staying 
long enough to prepare for other 
professions— a few, very few, linger 
on in Life's School conning their 
lessons undismissed."

At the stated meeting of the Board 
of Trustees of the Church Mission 
to Deaf-Mutes, held November 26th, 
1 91 7, the following minute was 
adopted : — 

In Aemoriam. 

By the death of Prof. Enoch 
Henry Currier, M. A., the teaching 
profession has lost an eminent col- 
league, the Board of Trustees of the 
Church Mission to Deaf-Mutes a 
valued member, and the deaf 
community a wise instructor and 
devoted friend. Forty-five years 
he was connected with the New 
York Institution for the Instruction 
of the Deaf, twenty-one years as 
teacher and twenty-four as Princi- 
pal. He had high ideals and a 
broad perception of possibilities to 
be attained in the instruction of the 
deaf, some of which seemed visionary 
to most members of his professions. 
He refused to be bound within the 
limits of any one method, aud insist- 
ed upon the use of any and all 
methods, employing for the develop- 
ment of each type of pupils the 
method most effective for that 
particular type. 

In spite of ridicule and prophecies 
of failure, he set out with energy to 
realize his ideals, and in several im- 
portant instances won brilliant suc- 
cess. Nor was he actuated by a 
petty ambition for personal applause, 
but by a genuine desire to stimulate 
all the faculties and to cultivate 
nobility of character in the pupils of 
the school. He followed with keen 
interest their progress in life, after 
they passed from under his tuition, 
so that hundreds of graduates con- 
tinued to regard him as a personal 
friend. 

Mr. Currier was for many years a 
member of our Board of Trustees, 
and for several years a more active 
and efficient member of our Commit- 
tee on the Gallaudet Home. Deep- 
ly regretting our loss of his assis- 
tance and sympathy, we extend to 
Mrs. Currier, assurance of our un- 
feigned sympathy with her in her 
bereavement, and place upon record 
this tribute to the memory of an 
able and useful man

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The appalling catastrophe which 
has brought death and ruin and 
suffering almost beyond human en- 
durance to the people and City of 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, is so horrify- 
ing in its details that every heart 
must ache in sympathy. Thousands 
were taken from the brightness and 
happiness of life in the fraction of a 
moment. The young and the old, 
the (innocent and depraved, were 
hurled in an instant to a mangled and 
blackened death. Many were slow- 
ly cremated, in the ruins of their 
shattered homes, by the fires which 
started when tbe houses collapsed. 
The number of deaths is placed at 
4,000, with three times that number 
injured — some of them fatally. 

In Halifax is situated the Halifax 
School for the Deaf Its Principal 
is James A. Fearon. The school 
was established in the year 1857, 
and the number of pupils ^enrolled 
this year was 75. One of the daily 
newspapers announced that the 
building was completely wrecked. 
This seems to have been a mistake, 
as a letter to the Journal contains 
the good news that the building was 
only partly destroyed, and that the 
pupils and teachers are all well and 
have departed for their homes. 

War with its horrors and sacrifices 
takes from the world the bravest and 
tbe best. That soldiers should face 
peril, win glory, and die bravely, is 
universally recognized, and the sting 
of disaster is somewhat softened by 
constant apprehension for their safe- 
ty. For soldiers who fall, the sorrow 
we feel is mingled with pride for tbe 
great sacrifice they have made on the 
altar of freedom. But for the desola- 
tion of the homes of a peaceful city, 
for death of loved ones whose daily 
lives were lived only to be happy and 
useful, one is overpowered with a 
sense of unmeasured sadness.

The 
pupils are educated for life work 
and are filling creditable positions in' 
more than 300 occupations. There 
is a much smaller percentage of 
unemployed deaf than hearing 
people. 

This school enjoys all' the holi 
days, outing, etc, common to other 
institutions of learning, although it 
is hampered by its location iu the 
heart of the city aud more than one- 
half of its ten acres is covered by 
buildings. Personally Dr. Jones 
prefers tLe present location of the 
school, but for the good of the 
pupils be is a strong advocate of the 
fuim plan. — Columbus Dispatch.

Ou Wednesday, November 28th, 
Mr. John W. Shappell, of Reading, 
Pa., died. His passing away was 
a shock to many of his friends here 
and elsewhere, who bad not learned 
of his serious illness, or had but 
slight information of it. He was 
one of the best known and most 
popular deaf persons iu and around 
Reading, and also was well known 
in Philadelphia, so that his loss is 
most keenly felt at the formei place. 
A friend wrote us : " I do not know 
auy expression better than that 'he 
was a jolly, good fellow.'" 

Mr. Shappell was bom on July 
2lst, 1862, at Shoemaketsvilie, 
Pa., aud therefore was past fifty- 
five years of age. He whs a student 
of the old Broad and Pine St icets 
school, at the time the writer of this 
was also a student there. In hero 
worship, Napoleou Honapaite was 
pre eminently his choice, and he 
told and listened to stories of Na- 
poleou with the keenest delight; and 
even long after leaving school, 
some of his former schoolmates jok- 
ed with him about his admiration 
of the great French general. 

They would jokingly call him 
"John Napoleou Shappell," but 
that only seemed to please him 
more lie worked at cigar -making 
for a while, quitting it when his 
health became poor nearly a de- 
cade ago. Alter that he worked in 
machine shops and for the last eight 
years at the Textile Machine Works, 
one of the largest business concents 
in Reading, and wheie sevei.u 
othet deaf-mutes are employed. 
The fact that the Superintendent, 
Paymaster, Foreman and others nt 
the large Textile Works travelled 
to another 'own on a cold day to at- 
tend Mr. ShappelPs funeral, seems 
to us good proof that his reputation 
as a workman was excellent and 
that he was well liked at the works. 
About ek'ht wenks ago, an attack 
of phniisy came on, which caused 
the Company's dootor to send him 
home, aud h*- went to live with his 
aged mother in the town of his 
childhood. Other complications set 
In, tuberculosis and heart leakage, 
the latter of which evidently hasten*

ther's home at Shoemakersville. As 
Mr. Shappell was a Frst, Hit- m> m 
beis of Reading Division attended 
the funeral in a body, also about 
forty other deaf friends, making 
with the hearing people, an un- 
usually large funeral for Ihe small 
town. The floral tributes were 
numerous and elaborate. Services 
were conducted in the Reformed 
Lutheran Church, by Ihe Pastor for 
the hearing people, and by the Rev.

The school, teachers, pupils and 
official staff assembled in the chapel 
in the afternoon of Tuesday, De- 
cember 4th, and following the 
formal salute to colors. Dr. 
Charles A. Stoddard, President of 
the School, spoke orally (Major Van 
Tassell interpieting) the following 
impressive address of introduction 
of Mr Gardner, as our new Princi- 
pal. 

My children, my associate*, a* teachers 
and controllers of the school, Ladies 
and Gentlemen, Friend* of the 
Institution: — 

I am here today under happy auspices, 
for it is my pleasure, as well as my duty, 
to introduce to yon, one whom some of 
yoa knew and whom I hope all will know 
and love—the gentlemen who is Uptake the 
place of oar beloved Mr. Currier, who is 
departed, as Principal of the New York 
Institution for the Instruction of the Deaf 
and Dumb. Some of you have known 
him and become familiar with him and 
have learned to love him. I hope that 
yon will all feel in that way towards him 
before many weeks have passed away. 

It is a great pleasure in behalf of the 
Board of Directors, as well as oi the pupils 
and the teachers, to welcome Mr. Gardner 
h av e . He is not unknown to ns, and all 
that we know about him is good and favor- 
able. Give to him your hearty cooperation 
in the work of instruction, in the various 
departments of the school, and as pupils, 
and do your share to make this Institution 
what we have tried to bring it to be, the 
first school in the United States, perhaps 
in the world, for the instruction and care 
of deaf and dumb pupils. 

I am sure that I speak your feelings 
when I say to Mr. Gardner " We give yon 
a hearty welcome here." 

With the band playing " Hail to 
the Chief," and the continuous din 
of enthusiastic applause from the 
pupils and all, Mr 
silently, and whenqn 
spoke in the following words: — 



When I say " My friends," that is 
intended to include all. I am glad to see 
that I shall be relieved, for the time being 
at least, from making a long talk. I bad 
half expected to find it necessary to tell 
yon a long story about myself, in order 
that you might become interested and 
would listen; so I am happy to see that I 
can make a short story do the work. 

Pt. Stoddard referred to Mr. Currier 
and to me in the same words, with respect 
to the love that yon feel for both. I want 
that idea to stay with each of yon. I loved 
Mr. Currier myself; no man can ever take 
his place in my heart. I knew him when 
I was as young as yon and through him 
learned many things. So my greatest 
wish is that you, while carefully preserving 
all your love for Mr. Currier in connection 
with the Institution and with the work 
here, and with your individual lives, will 
find another room in your heart for me.

me see about difficulty you are trying to 
master ; I will teach myself— and he would 
begin and forget everything else. And we 
teachers learned much from him. His way 
of grasping a thing, his method of teaching, 
his ability, were wonderful ; he was never 
without some way of getting around a diffi- 
culty and overcoming it. He was a won- 
derful teacher ; I say this honestly— he was 
a remarkable teacher. It happened that 
on his birthday, December 4th, T866, the 
pupils at 60th Street and Fourth Avenue, 
left the old buildings and came up here. 
Of course in those days they had no sub- 
ways, no buses, no rapid transit ; this place 
was a wooded country, even most of the 
oldest homesteads of. the neighborhood of 
that time, I believe, are gone, and Dr. 
Stoddard's church, at the corner n; 
Street and Amsterdam Avenue is also gone. 
All the old places have been moved except 
the Jumel Mansion, this Institution, and a 
few others. 

We owe Dr. Peet an abundance of love 
and gratitude. We knew his heart and his 
soul were in the work of educating the 
deaf. Of course, there are others, many 
others, but today happens to be Dr. Peet's 
birthday, so we think of him. 

But there is another teacher here with 
more experience than myself, whom I think 
would be glad to say a few words to you. 

The Professor referred to by Dr. 
Fox was Mr. William O. Jones. He 
told about the Directors and teach- 
lis of fifty years ago, and of the 
meagre educational facilities as 
compared with the present day. 
Fie In ought forth a big laugh during 
his discourse, when describing the 
chapel benches, on which the paint 
during moist days clung to the 
nether garments of the pupils when 
attempted to rise after the 
chapel servi'

Major Van Taaaell tells me that this is the 
birthday at Dr. Isaac Lewis Peet, whom 
some of as knew rery well, the predecessor 
of Mr. Currier, and for a long time, in- 
deed all his life, a teacher ai> 
the deaf and dumb.

Dr. Peet's father built up this 
Institution from a small school to a great 
one. The sons carried on the work, and 
what we see today and enjoy today is 
largely doc to their efforts in behalf of 
deaf-mute teaching and education.

men, because they are really the bene- 
factors, not of any class, but of mankind. 
They have dose a good work for all men 
asd women in the world, and set a good 
example of faithful labor in their depart - 
meat.
